The ovdlnance granting the Trenton 


and Bristol Street Railway Company the 
right to lay tracks and operate 'its line 
along Main street was the principal busi- 
ness of the regular meetfSg of Borough 
Council last Monday evening. 
Messrs. 


Dorrance, Bell and Edwards, of Bristol, 
representing the new company were pres- 
ent and Mr. Dorrance explained at some 
length what the company proposes to do 
and what restrictions in the franchise pro- 
posed would be accepted by the company. 
After the first reading several amendments 
were proposed and all except one adopted. 
As there was no objection second reading 
was ordered and the ordinance was finally 
passed by a vote of five to one. Mr, tllriok 
voted against the ordinance apparently 
because Council did not favorably consider 
Ms proposed amendment to compel-the 
railway company to macadamize to a 
depth of ten Inches from curb to curb. 
As a matter of fact, it is recognized by 
(iveryone that the introduction of such s. 
clause would be equivalent to refusing the 
privilege of occupying Main street to this 
company. No suburban company could 
afford to go to the great expense neces- 
sary to macadamize the streets of all 
boroughs through wEieh it passed. 


Briefly the salient features of the ordi- 


nance are as follows: 
The Bristol and 


Trenton Passenger Street Railway Com- 
pany has "the privilege of laying its tracks 
on Main street within the Borough limits. 
The track is to be of city pattern with a 
flange of 2K inches for wagon wheels.

An ordinance w'as introduced at the last 


meeting of council to grant permission to 
another passenger railway company to 
build a railway in thin borough. 
The 


name of this company asking for the fran- 
chise is the Trenton and JJristol Passenger 
Railway Company. The route is to be on 
Green street from the borough- line to 
Smith street to the corner of Bridge 
street. The ordinance passed title and 
was referred to the Ordinance committee. 
As the object of the company is to reach 
Trenton many queries ore asked why the 
road is to end at Smith and Bridge streets. 
Although the proposed route la highly 
favorable to the citizens, but if it does not 
reach Trenton It will be ot no particular 
advantage to this comunity. The movers 
of the enterprise are wellknown in the 
county and State, and the opinion is pre- 
valent that some of the movers being con- 
nected with the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, the latter company will show no 
opposition in the matter, or else they are 
indirectly interested In the project. How- 
ever, it is conceded that the future will 
reveal a clearer situation in the matter. 
In the meantime the ordinance commit- 
tee will carefully peruse the document 
and see that the interests of the borough 
are fully- protected before reporting it 
back to Council, and at the same time no 
barriers will be thrown in the way of the 
enterprise. It is hardly conceivable from 
a financial standpoint that the terminus 
of the road will be where the present ordi- 
nance calls for, and tha belief is, that it 
must exteud sooner or later tor Trenton. 
The project being yet in its infancy no 
doubt more definite developments will 
soon* occur in the situation.

With 
the opening of the new century they began 
to run cars on their line between this bor- 
ough -and Yardley, and the company feels 
much encouraged by the patronage "they 
have thus far received.

The success of the enterprise is 
assured, as the incorporatprs are large cap- 
italists with plenty of experience in subur- 
ban railway construction. 


A few years ago a movement was under- 


taken for the establishment of a free pub- 
lic library, but as not sufficient intereet 
was aroused to warrimt the undertaking the 
matter was finally abandoned. No doubt 
many rural districts within the Common- 
wealth have had the same experience, par- 
ticularly on the grounds that financial aid 
was not forthcoming. Not every com- 
munity has a philanthropist who sees the 
need of an educational inutitution of this 
character, where public aid is slow in its 
realization. But the Legislaure has come 
the help of those enthusiastic in their pur- 
pose by the enactment of a law known as 
the Pennsylvania Free Library Commis- 
sion, to arrange for travelling libraries in 
the rural districts of the State. 
The act 


provides that on the application of twenty- 
five resident taxayers the loan of a certain 
number of well selected books will be sent 
for a period of time, subject to the appoint- 
ment of a trustee and librarian, and after 
the expiration of the time the books must 
be returned when another assignment will 
be sent. 
The signers must also agree 


that as soon as public interest will warrant 
such action, they will take steps to estab- 
lish a free public library. The object is to 
inculcate a taste for good reading, and 
lay the foundation at a nominal expense 
for the establishment of free public li- 
braries in the future in every school dis-

owe of those people are mistaken. They 
an run a typewh tcr or a plow, but their 
pinions on journalism are not taken with 
bsolnte seriousness. However, there is a 
ontlcmnn now visiting this country who 
wns In England thirty papers, each one 
f which is a suc< ess, made so by himself.. 
We can afford to listen to him, and dare 
o disagree with liim. 


This gentleman pays his leading associ- 
te £15,000 n ye ir. There is not in the 
Jnited States a newspaper salary more 
nan a third the Mze, and only two or three 
lat approach ihls fraction. With the 
icory that high salaries are desirable and 
ocessary working journalists will be sur- 
rlsed to find themselves in hearty accord.

On this point the testimony of al 
tho cadets was unanimous and it is Bate to 
say that every member of the army cour 
went away conscientiously convinced tba 
Booz's death had not even a remote con 
nectlon with any hazing to which he wa 
subjected and that so far from bein, 
specially singled out for torment he wa 
subjected to less annoyance than the large 
majority of bis class.

The impression left by the investiga 


tion here, is that while Cadet Booz re 
oaived no mortal injury at West Point 
the animals that simulate embryo sole 
iers and have embrnted the Academy wi 
be placed upon the rack by the shrewd an 
penetrating lawyers of the Oongressiona 
Board. As the funeral oration which wa 
accepted by the military board withou 
question, was torn into shreds and it 
sweeping statements refuted, so will oa 
dets at the Point be subjected to such 
"sweating" process in the witness cho 
that the truth will be wrung 'from un 
willing lips.

PHYSICIANS TESTIFY: 


Dr. J. deB. Abbott testified to attend- 


ng Booz at times when his brother, who 
ras the regular physician, early in the 
iekness, was away. He spoke of the cav- 
ty in the left lung us well defined, and as 
joing the size of an orange.

he disease. He gave as his reason for rc-

;em. The witness .declared that Oscar 
eft Bristol in high spirits and in good 
ihysical condition and returned dejected, 
lumiliated and broken in health. 


Dr. William Martin, 
who examined 


the candidate for West Point, eaid that 
)sear was rather below than above the 
average physical standard; that he was de- 
ficient in chest expansion, and he had no- 
commended a form of exercise for develop- 
nent in order to pass the physical examin- 
ation at the Point. He thought tuber- 
culosis could not result from any other 
cause than the introduction of a germ. II 
;he throat were burned it would furnish a 
;ood ground for the lodgment of germs. 
Whatever would tend to irritate the throat 
would increase the liability of contagion. 
Be thought it possible that a throat trou 
yle for which he treated Booz prior to the 
hazing would have made the throat more 
susceptible to injury-from tobasco sauce. 


Dr. E. J. Groom testified that Oscar had 


uome to his office a number of times for 
treatment; that the alleged victim of haz- 
ing had a well defined case of tubercular 
laryngitis. 
When Dr. Groom attendee 


Oscar in the year 1900 he was convinced 
from the rapidity of the ravages of the dis- 
ease that whatever wounds were made by 
tobasco sauce at the Academy would have 
been healed before tubercular germs be- 
came seated. Dr. Groom said he directed 
the patient to visit Dr. Cohen, and that 
that physician had written him that Oscar's 
case was a hopeless one. 


Each of the physicians testified that the 


cadet never mentioned hazing. 


FRIENDS TESTIFY. 


Superintendent of the public schools 


Louise Baggs, who was Oscar's teacher in 
the high school, testified to the boy's good 
deportment and efficiency in studies. Her- 
bert Baker, William Highland, Louis 
Spring and Harry Larzalere were witness- 
es who declared they were chums of Cadei 
Booz and respected him highly for his 
manhood and general good character, bui 
none of them had ever heard of him com- 
plaining of the treatment received 
at 


West Point, and each had understood thai 
Oscar had left West Point on account of 
weak eyes. 


W. L. Kolb said he was well and inti- 


mately acquainted with Oscar Booz and 
that the cadet was a high principled, 
courageous and companionable young man. 


Howard^Booz, Oscar's brother, said the 


deceased would never talk about West 
Point, and said that in the face of the per- 
secutions of his brother he had a longing 
desire to enter the military academy. 


DR. ALISON UNDER FIRE. 


Dr. Alison was called to the stand and 


was under the Congressmen's fire for near- 
ly three hours. 


Mr. Driggs, who introduced the resolu- 


tion in Congress for an investigation, de- 
clared his action was based upon the 
sweeping charges made in the funeral ser- 
mon. Members of the committee put 
questions at the pastor until he was visi- 
bly agitated. 
A copy of the sermon was 


produced at the afternoon session and 
clause by clause it was picked to pieces 
until the whole structure upon which the 
investigation was based, utterly collapsed. 
Mr. Driggs became indigntint, and dropped 
bis examination with a wave of the hand 
declaring he wished to hear nothing furth- 
er. 


In opening his testimony Dr. Alison told 


of his intimate associations with Oscar 
Booz and recounted the presentation of the 
Bible. When the funeral charges were 
questioned the i astor injisted that he go 
the basis for'the charges from the family 
It was pointed out that the father, the 
mother and the sister of Booz were unable 
to swear to the "Bible" incident. H< 
denied that he charged brutality and de 
dared he would stand by his sermon, anc 


if the family now say it is not so I wil 


have to say that my basis is not solid." 


"You act as judge and jruy?" inquire!

"No, sir, neither," was the response.

When the afternoon session was called 


to order the paper with Dr. Alison's ser- 
mon was read. The elerygmun admitted 
lis reference to the "conflict" and "con- 
fessed that it concerned the alleged ex- 
perience of Booz and the Bible. 


"Can't you see," began Chairman Dick, 


'that the statement that Booz had been 
iskod to insult the Bible by passing into 
the hands of upper class men, would arouse 
the whole country?" 


"I believe the boy showed the spirit of 


the martyrs of old in refusing to give the 
Bible into unholy hands for unholy pur- 
poses, " he said assuming an air of grave 
revereuce. 


General Dick continued—"This foolish 


procedure resulted in being sentenced to 
light a senior student." 


"The family told me and I say again," 


the clergyman repeated "I believe Oscar 
Booz is in his grave earlier than if he had 
not gone to West Point." 


' 'West Point, its colonel and cadets are 


making light out of this outrage,' " quoted 
the Ohioan.

THE SESSION CLOSES. 


Before closing the session in Bristol Mr. 


Wanger called upon any one in the" audi- 
ence who had ever heard Oscar Biooz refer 
to his West Point life to come forward 
and take the stand. 


John K. Wildman, president of the 


school board, was called upon and testified 
as to the good character of the dead cadet. 


The committee then closed its labors in 


Bristol and adjourned to meet in Philadel- 
phia.

r. Alison Sybpeened to Testily Con- 


eernlnc Alleged "Speakeasies." * 


rom our Doyjestown Correspondent. 
The good town of Bristol hue achieved 
onslderaole notoriety of iate; owing to 


investigation into the Booz caee, and 


ow there will be additional talk concern- 
ng the moral condition of things in the 
orough, all because of a Than kgsiving 
Day sermon preached by Rev. Dr. Alex- 
nder Alison, who, by the way, figured 
rominently in the West Point matter. 
In this instance the Court has taken a 
and in the~matter. It seems that Dr. 
lison preached a sermon at a union meet- 
ng on Thanksgiving Day in which he is 
eported to have made very sweeping al- 
egations concerning violations of the li- 
uor law, thus reflecting not. only upon 
he community but also the local con- 
tabulary. A copy of the Gazette contain- 
ng a report of the clergyman's discourse 
wasmaiked^nd sent to Judge Yerkes. 
A session of Court was held on Monday, at 
which one of the duties performed by 


udge Yerkes was to.administer the oath 
if office to District Attorney Joseph W, 
belly. 
After this formality the Court 


tated that it wished to oall the attention 
if the newlj-elected District Attorney to 
a matter of some importance. 
It was in 


elation to the charges of Rev. Dr. Alison, 
"he Court's remarks were in the1 form of a 
ritten order and were as follows: 
"There has been forwarded to the Court 
marked copy of a newspaper reciting a 


sermon preached by the Rev. Alexander 
Alison in the borough of Bristol, wherein 
t was alleged that he was possessed of the 
knowledge of the presence of numerous 
'speak-easies" or places where the liquor 
,aws are being notoriously violated within 
said borough, and that the officers of the 


;aw have knowingly permitted thefe of- 
fences. We assume that the paper came 
:rom the author of the sermon or those 
who desired to call our attention to a 
notorious violation of the law. This Court 
recently had occasion to investigate simi- 
:ar charges made by Constable Booz. 
It 


developed that Mr. Booz had made asser- 
tions which he confessed he could not sub- 
stantiate and he was consequently re- 
lieved of his office. 
The allegations of 


the Eev. Mr. Alison are so similar in 
character as to amount to a charge that, 
notwithstanding the investigation by the 
Court, serious offence^ are being practiced 
or covered up by public officers whose duty 
it is to leturn them to Court. The charges 
are either true or false. In the investiga- 
tion of the Constable's statement we ex- 
pressed our purpose to get at the truth and 
see that ihe officers of this Court dischame 
their duties. This recent chaige comes 
from a minister of the gospel in the per- 
formance of the duties of his sacred office, 
and must be assumed true until disproved 
so far as the duty of a further investiga- 
tion is concerned. 
Otherwise th« Court 


itself would be open to the suspicion of 
tolerating the offences which it has ex- 
pressed the purpose to eradicate. 
The 


District Attorney is instructed to inquire 
into the chaiges, which affect the Con- 
stables of this Court, and to take the neces- 
sary steps to punish them if guilty.

award a subpoena to Hev. Alexander Alison, 
and to such witnesses as he may designate, 
returnable here in Court on January 19, 
1901, at 10 o'clock, when the District 
Attorney will be afforded the opportunity 
to investigate the allegations as publicly 
us they have been made."

TRUE STORY OF THE FIRST MASONIC 


FUNERAL IN ARIZONA.

to » l«QD«nce of Peculiar In.

The following trae narrative of thr 


first Masonic burial In Ailzonn, as re 
Utcd to me by my old friend, Colont, 
W. M. Wllllami of Cairo, Ills., wll 
doubtless Interest your readers, 1 glvi 
It, as nearly ag possible, lu bis owi, 
words: 


In 1800 I wan In Arizona as super- 


intendent of the St. Louis Mining com- 
pany, located on the Sin Pedro river, a 
ibort distance west of » lint Is now 
known as Tombstone and 40 miles east 
of Fort Buchanan. 


On one occasion 1 made a visit to the 


Santa Rita mines, located In another 
part of the territory 
These were man- 


aged by Cincinnati parties and were 
known as the Ilelntzlemnn mines. 
When I arrived there and Introduce*! 
myself, as none of us had ever met be- 
fore, I was greeted with that cordial 
hospitality Jjnown only to those who 
have lived on the frontier or In mlnlnj? 
camps by Mr. II. C. GroRvenor of Cin 
clnnatl, the superintendent, with two 
others who occupied positions at the 
mines. 


One of these, Mr. J. T. Mason, 1 


found seriously Indisposed; the other I 
Kent to Fort Buchanan to bring Dr. J. 
B. D. Irwln, surgeon nt the post. 1 
then devoted my time to the sick man, 
Who was growing more feeble each 
hour. He told me If he died he wanted 
to be burled with Masonlo honors. 
~'l"had "tried" him and found him to 
be a bright tlilrcj degree Mason. 
I 


promised to do nil 1 could to carry out 
his request He died before morning, 
and the messenger sent for the doctor 
had not returned, and It was uncertain 
as to when. If ever, he might return. 


As ID those days tl'erc were not over 


05 Americans In the territory outside 
of the troops, the taking of life by the 
Indians was dolly expected. In this 
emergency 'it devolved upon me to ar- 
range for the burial of our Irlend. 1 
•ent peon messengers to Tufoac and 
other places where Americans were 
known to bo to come to my aid. 


Daring the day I selected a beautiful 


•pot overshadowed by a large mcsqulte 
tree and there had a very deep grave 
dog, as In that country the coyote Is a 
kind of hyena, that will unearth anj 
corpse If not laid deep In the ground 
This work was done by peons, while I 
•tood guard to keep the Indians fiom 
surprising us. 


By midnight the messengers I had 


sent out commenceu returning with 
the few who could come with them. 1 
found among those who arrived two 
or three Masons, who, like myself, 
were "rusty" In the Masonic burial 
ritual. 
We opened the trunk of the 


deceased, hoping to 0ml something to 
guide ns In fulfilling his last request 
The only thing we discovered was an 
Episcopal rltnal. The following per 
ions composed the funeral cortege: Dr 
0. B. Hughes. J. Howard Wells. Wll 
Ham S. Oury, fiTT C. Grosvenor, Colo 
ncl Titus, 8. Warner and myself. 


We had determined to bury the body 


at night. In the darkness, having no 
light excep' a candle In oue of the old 
time -perforated tin lanterns by whlct 
I could read the service. 


After lowering the body Into the 


grave I commenced to read the serv- 
ice. I stood close to the head of the 
grave, and Mr. Howard Wells held the 
lantern behind me. A rustling sound 
was heard. It was supposed to com* 
from lurking Indians, and every o'le 
looked out for himself. The man hold- 
ing the lantern dropped It Into the 
grave, and I fell In after It 


There I was with the corpse In a 


deep grave. I had my pistols and 
Sharp's carbine with me, and I real- 
ized that If the Indians peered Into the 
grave I could ail It with dead bodies. I 
listened. Not a sound was beard. My 
companions had, I suppose, secrMed 
themselves and no doubt thought 
bad done the same. 


After the lapse of about four hour: 


day began to dawn, and as I stood 
upon the corpse (no coffins were In use 
In Arizona at the time of this occur- 
rence, the dead being simply wrapped 
in their blankets) and cautiously look- 
ed over the brink of the grave to take 
in the surroundings. 


I soon saw my comrades, one by one, 


emerging from behind rocks, where 
they had hastily secreted themselves 
no one knowing where the others were 
I called aloud for help and was soon 
assisted from the prison In, which 1 
had been conBned for fully four hours 
and as this Is the first Masonic runera 
that was ever r-<>l<l In Aiizona I think 
It deserves a record. 


After comparing notes we discovered 


that the mesqutte tree under which we 
were holding our solemn service was 
toe roosting place of a colony of crows 
our Intrusion having disturbed them 
and thereby causing us to stampede. 


As the sun rose above the mountain 


tops we returned to the grave am 
completed the reading of the rltua 
and covered our friend with the clod 
of the valley and loft him slecplnj 
where be will rest until the resurrec- 
tion morn.— Evelyn B. Baldwlu In New 
lork Masonic Standard.

It isn't strange either, 
tor the average organ has five kinds of 
tuning. 
Of course, the pitch depends 


on the length of the pipe. 
The pitch 


may be raised by shortening the pipe or 
by stopping the open end. A number of 
the wooden pipes are stopped by wooden 
slides. 
Handles are attacbed, and the 


pipe Is tuned by moving the slides up or 
down.
